New York, Jan. 20.—H. G. Dun & 


Cb.'s 
weekly review of trade says: 


"Whether the new year will surpass 
or keep pace with the old is the ques- 
tion which gives especial interest to 
every Tveek's return. Comparing now 
v/ith business by far the1 largest and 
most prosperous ever known a year 
ago, more tiiin 40 per cent larger than 
in January, 1S9S, which ia its turn 
had shown heavier business than in 
any preceding, H cannot be expected 
that such a gain will be repeated. This 
week one contract of 10,000 tons for a

Counterclaims Admitted. 


Fiankfort, Ky., Jan. 20.—The read- 


ing ot the counter claims of the Repub- 
lican incumbents to the gubernatorial 
contest, arguments over the admissi- 
bility and arguments to strike it par- 
tially out after its admission, com- 
prised the work of the contesting 
boards, and the last mentioned argu- 
ments were not concluded when an ad- 
journment was taken. The Democratic 
attorneys maSe a doteraiined figM 
against the admission offthe counter 
claim, saying that it covered so much 
ground and so many different counties 
that it would'be Impossible lor them to 
prepare evidence to controvert it in- 
side of three months. After it had been 
admitted, they 
declared they would 


make no attempt to offset its allega- 
tions because of the physical impossi- 
bility of bringing to Frankfort 
the 


great number ot witnesses necessary 
for the operation. Ex-Governor Brad- 


ley, 
in asking the board to grant him 


as rauch time as possible, announced 
that the Republicans had subpoenaed 
2,700 witnesses. 


About Seizure of Vessels. 


Berlin, Jan. 20.—The .minister of 


foreign affairs. Count Von Buelow, de- 
clared that Herr Moeller, in his intro- 
ductory remarks, had justly pointed 
out the feeling of annoyance which 
the seizure of German steamers by 
British 
war vessels had 
aroused 


throughout Germany, and continued: 
"The German emperor will not with- 
hold his concurrence and support, if, 
with the co-operatioc of the other 
powers, it would appear possible by 
means of an international agreement, 
to get nearer a settlement of disputed 
points of maritime law. At present

Makes an Eloquent Plea in Behalf of 


the Fighting Boers. 


Contradicts Balfour's Speech 


That Was Delivered in the British House of Com- 


mons Claiming That Americans Sympa- 


thize With the British Side 


of the War. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—The pension, 


appropriation bill, carrying 1145,245,- 
250, 
was passed by the house. It -was 


made the vehicle of an attack upon the 
commissioner of pensions by Mr. Cur- 
tis (Rep., Kas.), who was seconde4 by 
Messrs. Lentz and Norton (0.) and Mr. 
Robinson (Ind.), and other northern 
Democrats. All inveighed against the 
ack of liberality in the administration 
o£ the pension laws. The commission- 
er was ably defended by a score of 
members from both sides of the house. 
Mr. Mahon (Rep., Pa.) charged that 
the assault upon him had been insti- 
gated by the "pension sharks" of this 
city, who were robbing the old sol- 
diers. As a result of the latter's dis- 
closures a rider was put upon the bill 
by unanimous consent empowering the 
commissioner, in. his discretion, 
to 


withhold the fees of attorneys of 
record in pension cases, where he was 
satisfied that the attorneys had not 
prepared the eaies iisd»r their per- 
sonal supervision.

Hale's Plea For Beers. 


Washington, Jan. £0.—A speech, sen- 


sational in its interest and interna- 
tional in its importance, was deliv- 
ered in the senate by Mr. Hale (Rep., 
Me.). The occasion of the utterance 
was the simple question whether a 
resolution, introduced by Allen-(Pop., 
Neb.), calling 'for, information as to 
the 'recognition "-by this country of dip- 
lomatic representation of the Trans- 
vaal republic should be directed to the 
president or to the secretary of state. 
Mr. Hale made the question the text 
of an impassioned speech, in which he 
declared that nine-tenths of the Amer- 
can people sympathized with 
the 


Boers in their gallant struggle for lib- 
erty against one of the greatest pow- 
ers in the world. He declared that "the 
war which Great Britain is waging is 
the most fell blow at human liberty 
that has been struck in the century." 
He denied that the American people 
were "in sympathy with Great Brit- 
ain in the South African war to stamp 
out the liberty of a people, and when 


Mr. Balfour, .in the house of commons. 
made such a statement, he .should be 
met with some disclaimer from this 
side of the Atlantic." He declared .that 
the English people themselves were 
not in favor of the wp.r, which "had 
been brought on by a sharp cabinet 
minister engaged with gold specula-. 
tors." The resolution, which, previoii1? 
to Mr. Hale's speech had caused a 
sharp colloquy between Mr. Allen antTv 
Mr. Spooner (Rep., Wis.), was passed 
finally as amended. Mr, Morgan (Dem., 
Ala.) addressed the senate hriefly on

It Is too early to deter- 
mine whether either of these snaie- 
tvluit unique 'li'ls t« war Is practical or 
not. The first armored train which the 
Kngllsli sent out was intended to take 
guns and siumimiitlon to tbe besieged 
force of Colonel Bitdeu-Powcll at Mafe- 
Uiug. 
The train was expected to run 


throush the Boer lines, dealing death 
and destruction as it whirled along. 
But tin; Uoers changed tbe programme. 
Thcv very Impolitely derailed tbe train 
and" then" hammered it with artillery 
until it was abandoned. Then they 
helped themselves to the line store of 
rifles aud c-arirklges and curiously in- 
spocied this iieft- contrivance of the 
scientific Kuiuuks. 


While armored trains are not usually 


considered ns u regular part of the 
squlpmpiit of an nrmy corps and have 
i>et>n little used in actual warfare, they 
ire not wholly new. In fact, the idea 
is ratlior old. It is tlie practice of using 
them and the ^aowledge of their ef- 
ficiency .which are new. 


The American orniy m the Philip- 


pines 1ms lii-Dbitbly used nn armored 
train more times \vitbiu the last year 
than, it was ever used Iwforc iu all the 
lons'historj- of wars. Almost tbe whole 
campaign against' tbe Filipinos has 
been fought along tbe line of the rail- 
road running north out of Manila. 


In South Africa the fighting has 


:losely followed the steel rails, chiefly 
because the British advance has been 
nlong these paths. Imaginative artists 
Uave pictured sanuy fantastic 
ma- 


chines which have been printed as il- 
lustrating actual armored trains. Such 
pictures are very interesting. 


But, as a matter of fact, the real 


armored train is nothing more than a 
'train of ordinary freight cars strength-

the closed cars may be taken away to 
illow ft Maxim gun to be placed In po- 
sition, 
Tlit-re have been several claimants to 
he title "Inventor of the armored 
rala," but the tionor seems to be due 


to Mr. James Anderson of Edinburgh, 
who in 1847 prepared and patented a 
series of plans and further submitted 
a working model of his defensive roll- 
Ing stock for the inspection of some 
distinguished engineer. \ 


Although it is Impossible to obtain 


any reliable details, it is certain that 
the Franco-Prussian war was the first 
campaign witnessing the use of pro- 
tected trains and locomotives on the 
field of battle. In their sorties from 
Paris the French troops were frequent- 
ly backed up by the fire of light flelil- 
pieees carried in this manner. 
" As far as the British army is con- 
cerned, Captain Fisher's armorclad 
train, used "during "the "first stages'"of 
the campaign against Arab!, was the 
first aud so far only active example 
of its type. : The train was constructed 
at Alexandria by a party of bluejack- 
ets and was composed of a locomotive 
aud a number, of trucks protected by 
iron rails, iron plates and sandbags. 


Since then, however, both France and 


Germany have recognized 'specially 
constructed armored trains as formi- 
dable units of lighting equipment.' 


The main objection raised against 


the practicability of armored trains is 
the sug.sestiou that the euemy, with a 
few men carrying small parcels of dy- 
uaniito. could easily destroy the perma- 
nent way. Tbe Boers have shown that 
an armored iraiia is easily derailed and 
thnt. once in that condition it is practi- 
cally helpless. 


The balloons with which the English 


army in South Africa aro plentifully 
supplied have been of much greater 
use than the armored train. Perhaps 
this has boon because the balloons 
have been used with more discretion. 
Up in the blue air is about the only 
place where the British an; sure of not 
running into a Boer ainbush, so their 
big ssts bass have been undisturbed. 
General White used them while shut 
in at Ladysmitu. It Is even said that 
he himself .went up in one of these 
captive balloons for the purpose of 
making observation? as to the strength 
and location of tbe enemy. 
It is 


claimed that 'M of these war balloons 
have been sent to South Africa.

Block Found in the Way. 


Act Authorizing Issuance of Bonds 


Is Declared Void, 


Representative Adkirw wiil Co-operate 


With the Board in the Matter of 


Needed Legislation. 


The legal commission, created by 


the board.of education at its last meet- 
ing, met in final session yesterday af- 
ternoon and arrived'at its conclusions, 
which will be submitted to the board 
next Monday evening. The special 
act passed in 1896, authorizing the 
city of Lima to issue bonds to the ex- 
tent of $60,000 was declared void, un- 
der decisions of the courts. The com-; 
mission failed to find sufficient au- 
thorityaii laws now on the books, to 
raise the sum required for the con-] 
stroction of the proposed new high 
school. 


A simple amendment to one of the 


existing laws will be recommended. 
The board of education now has au- 
thority to issue bonds, in any year, to 
the extent of about $15,000. The 
new ward building in the east end, re- 
quires all the surplus yielded by the 
regular levy, arid, in addition, the pnn \ 
ceeds of a full bond issue during this 
year. When the statute is amended 
as the commission proposes,, it will be 
necessary to submit the- whole ques- 
tion to the electors, whenever more 
money is required, that is obtainable 
through the ordinary channels. The 
findings.of 
the commission 
were 


unanimous, and Us personnel is so 
high, that the board,, and the people of 
the city represented by the board, 
must feel the assurance that there is 
the best warrant for the measures to 
be taken,
